In November, 73 a group of hostiles had stepped up their 
activities and were particularly active on Dimapur-Kohima 
road. They frequently ambushed conveys passing through 
the road. Shri L. Y. Angami was given the task of locating 
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the hostile hide-out. With his knowledge ol the terrain, he 
was able to do so. On the night of 10th /1 1th November, 
1973, a trap was organised. Shri Mekuno Angami Naik who 
belongs to a newly raised Battalion of the Border Security 
Force in Nagaland led one section of the Border Security 
Force Platoon. In disregard of the difficult terrain, Shri 
Angami was able to launch an attack on the hostiles, There 
was a brief exchange of fire at first between the hostiles and 
the Border Security Force. The hostiles were, however, able 
to escape taking advantage of the thick undergrowth, They 
wero chased by the Border Security Force men and in the 
encounter one self-styled ‘Commander of the Brigade 1 was 
killed un another ‘Lieutenant’ arrested. One Chinese auto- 
matic pistol, two grenades and a sizeable quantity of ammuni- 
tion and equipment were recovered from them,

Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

A Company of the Bihar Regiment was ordered to capture 
and secure Charbangali, a bridge, and to capture Haluaghat 
in the Eastern Sector by 3th December, 1971. The Company 
contacted the enemy defences at Charbangali on the night of 
4th/5th December, 1971. The enemy put up a determined 
fight with intense machine gun and mortar fire. The Com- 
pany charged the enemy and captured Charbangali after fierce 
fighting in which the enemy suffered several casualties. 

Leaving behind a platoon to secure Charbangali, the Com- 
pany moved forward to capture Hahiaghat. The enemy with 
more reinforcement again started heavy fire with medium 
machine guns mounted on four vehicles. The enemy in a 
platoon strength with a vehicle mounted machine gun attack- 
ed Sepoy Saluka Banra’s Section which was guarding a flank, 
Sepoy Saluka Banra, who was manning .he light machine 
gun, despite heavy enemy shelling and small arms fire, took 
deliberate aim at close range and put the enemy vehicle out 
of action, whereupon the occupants of the vehicle started 
debussing. Disregarding the intense machine gun fire and 
heavy enemy shelling, Scnoy Saluka Banra can forward to a 
more vantage position and charged the enemy,. In the action, 
ho was hit bv an eneniv machine gun burst and started 
bleeding profusely. Though serious wounded, be orawjed for- 
ward, mounted his machine gun and charged the enemy. Even- 
tually, when his ammunition was exhausted hq, charged the 
enemy with his machine gun butt and thus saved his Section 
from being captured by the enemy. Sepoy Saluka Banra 
succcumbcd to his injuries on 6th December. 1971. 

In this action, Sepoy Saluka Banra displayed remarkable 
courage and exceptional devotion to duty in the best tradi- 
tions of the Indian Army.

Subject, — Constitution of a National Children’s Board. 

Introduction 

No. F.1-14/74-NCD. — In recognition of the supreme im- 
portance of chidrcn as a national asset, (he Government of 
India have adopted the Resolution No. 1-14/74-CDD, dated 
August 22, 1974 on the National Policy for Children. This 
Resolution urges that the programmes for the development 
of children should be a prominent part of our national plans 
and that all children should receive equal opportunities for 
their growth and development. Through such programme 
of action there will emerge in due course generations of 
citizens endowed with mental and physical qualities to 
build and strengthed the country. Para 5 of the said Reso- 
lution emphasises the need for a focus and a forum for 
planning, review and coordination of a multiplicity of ser- 
vices striving to meet the needs of children and stipulates the 
constitution of a National Children's Board to provide this 
focus and such a forum. 

Constitution . 

2. The President is, therefore, pleased to constitute a 
National Children’s Board consisting of the following mem- 


bers : 

(1) Prime Minister. President 

(2) Minister of Eduction and Social Woiking 

Welfare Chairman 

(3) Minister of Health and Family 

Planning. Member 

(4) to (10) Seven Social Workers with ex- ' 

perience of Child Welfare Services, Members 


(11) to (23) Ten persons nominated by Slate 
Governments and three persons by U.T. 

Administrations, in rotation, from among 
those who arc concerned with Child 
Welfare Services. Members 

(24) to (26) Two Members of I.ok Sabha 
and one Member of Rajya Sabha to be 
nominated by the Speaker and the 
Chairman respectively Member* 

(27) Chairman. Central Social Welfare. 

Board. Member 

(28) Director, Central Institute of Research 

and Training in Public Cooperation. Member 

(29) Secretary to (he Government of India, Member 
Department of Social Welfare. Secretary 

Functions : 

3. The functions of the Board shall be: 

(1) to create and sustain public awareness of the needi 
of children in general; 

(2) to coordinate and integrate the efforts made by 
different governmental and private agencies engaged 
in implementing programmes for the welfare of 
children; 

(3) to review periodically the progress made in the 
different programmes; 

(4) to locate gaps in Ihe existing services and suggest 
measures for eliminating such gaps; and 

(5) to suggest from time to time any changes needed 

in the priorities accorded to the diffeient pro- 
grammes. 
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The functions of the Board will be advisory and coordi- 
national.
